He said also that 
additional orders are expected 
for both models during fiscal 
195?.

"Barring unforseen circum­ 
stances," Heinemann said, this 
means that we should have 
production of A3D and A4D 
airplanes through 1960. And, 
unless a superior replacement 
for them comes along, pro­ 
duction may be extended be­ 
yond that." " " 

Big Navy Plant
The Douglas chief engineer 

described the El Segundo di­ 
vision as primarily a U. S. Navy 
defense plant. "Our past rec­ 
ord," he said, "shows that w» 
have specialized in the field 
of attack aircraft. This is the 
field in which we h»ve had 
the most experience and, oil 
which we should logically 
place our emphasis.
